CTA, Metra still have 
inaccessible stations 


For many, walking 
up dozens of steps to 
reach a platform or 
standing on a crowded 
train or bus can feel 
like a nuisance, but 
part of the commuting 
experience. For those 
like 21-year-old North- 
western University 
student Jackie Quinn, 
who uses a motor- 
ized wheelchair to get 
around, navigating the 
CTA and Metra can be a tiresome and often 
frustrating process. 

Not every CTA or Metra station is 
handicapped accessible, and that often limits 
where Quinn can go— at least using public 
transportation— across the city She said she 
hasn’t taken Metra because of its lack of ac- 
cessibility, even if it’s distance-wise the most 
convenient option. The Metra station closest 
to her job isn’t accessible. 

“I guess I don’t even think of going 
places because I know it’s going to be a big 
project— having to look up whether a stop 
is accessible or not and plan around that,” 
Quinn said. “It’s limiting when I know there 
are certain places that will take me an extra 
long time to get to, so on a lot of occasions, it 
doesn’t even feel worth it to go.” 

Quinn was diagnosed with spinal muscular 
atrophy when she was a baby, limiting the use 
of her muscles. A senior majoring in radio/ 
television/film, she has to travel from her 
off-campus apartment in Evanston to Lin- 
coln Park once or twice a week to get to her 
internship at Cards Against Humanity 
“If I have to take the CTA for my job, I 
would get on at the Davis Purple Line stop 
and take it to Fullerton and then take a bus 
for the other remaining mile,” Quinn said. 
“But it’s really difficult for me to navigate the 
CTA by myself because I can’t press the but- 
tons to go up elevators or even press a button 
to tell the train operator to stop and get the 


ramp out for me to get off.” 

So to avoid the hassle, Quinn takes a Pace 
accessible taxi to her job, often spending 
$30-$40 each way She spends close to $ioo, 
if not more, each week to get to work. 

“Chicago’s {public} transit has allowed me 
to be able to get to work and be a somewhat- 
independent adult, which I’m very grateful 
for, but the obstacles that I still face are cost- 
ly,” Quinn said. “I put more time, money and 
effort into getting around than an abled-body 
Chicagoan. I’m not allowed any spontaneity 
when planning my transportation, and that 
can be very discouraging.” 

Out of the CTA’s 145 rail stations, 100 
(almost 69 percent) have elevators and ramps 
that are compliant with federal Americans 
With Disability Act access guidelines. 

“Some of the challenges we face are due 
to the CTA’s aging infrastructure, but in 
comparison to other systems, we are ahead of 
the pack as far as making the system fully ac- 
cessible,” CTA spokesman Jeff Tolman said. 

CTA announced last month a program that 
will establish a blueprint to make the entire rail 
system fully accessible over the next 20 years. 

Metra has 173 fully accessible stops (almost 
72 percent) out of its 241 total. Metra spokes- 
man Michael Gillis said the agency will make 
a stop accessible, if it isn’t already any time 
major work or renovations are being done at 
that station. 

In the meantime, Quinn said CTA opera- 
tors and fellow passengers often pitch in to 
help her out, from pressing elevator buttons 
and making sure she gets on OK to locking in 
her wheelchair in the priority seating area. 

“I really think they should focus on making 
sure every stop is accessible,” Quinn said of 
CTA and Metra. “They’ve started changing 
some of the stops to have an automatic ramp 
pull out, which is really nice, so I hope that 
happens for the rest of the trains.”

Meteorologists union warns off delays at O'Hare. Midway 

The National Weather Service has scaled back a pilot program designed to reduce weather-related 
delays at Chicago, New York and Atlanta airports, and the union representing meteorologists is 
warning that delays will rise at O’Hare and Midway airports as a result. 

The National Weather Service Employees Organization said the program, “Golden Triangle,” 
which was started in 2010, has been credited with cutting by half the number of weather-related 
flight delays in the Chicago area. It was designed to get better, quicker forecasts to aviation 
officials as they made decisions on arrivals and departures. 

For Chicago, two of three meteorologists in the Romeoville office were removed from the 
program the end of January and transferred to other positions within the weather service, which 
said there are no plans “at this time” to replace them. The weather service would not say why the

CHICAGO-AREA MAN STARTS 3,030-MILE TREK %/

For most people, running the 26.2 miles that 
make up a marathon is an accomplishment 
in and of itself, the culmination of months of 
training and hard work. 

For Adam Kimble, a former event director 
for Red Frog Events in Chicago who is cur- 
rently unemployed, running 26.2 miles will 
just be the first third of his day every day for 
the next month and a half 

“I think the max that we ever hit is around 
75 miles {a day},” said the 29 -year-old from 
southwest suburban Channahon. “We have 
low days of somewhere in the low- to mid-50s, 
and I think a lot of the days are in the mid- 60s 
so it ends up evening out to 68, 69 miles a day” 
Early Monday morning in Huntington 
Beach, Calif., Kimble embarked on a quest to 
break the world record for fastest trek across 
the United States on foot, attempting to run 
3,030 miles in 45 days. The current record of 
46 days, 8 hours and 36 minutes has stood for 
almost 36 years, having been set by Frank Gi- 
annino Jr. from Sept. i-Oct. 17, 1980. 

Kimble’s journey over the next month and 
a half will take him through 16 states, almost 
exclusively in the southern United States, a 
course plotted by his wife, Karen. 

“We knew we wanted to stay as far south as 
possible to hope for the best weather,” he said. 
“She looked at good stopping places along the 
way for us to park our RV for the night.” 

Kimble will be accompanied by a team of 
five crew members and two videographers 
who will be documenting his journey He’ll 
start running each day at four in the morning 
so that he will be able to get the most out of 


the daytime hours. 

The former Bradley University baseball 
player only got into running about four to five 
years ago. Since then, he’s run several ultra- 
distance races, including the 155-mile Gobi 
March in China, where he emerged as the 
winner with a time of 25 hours, 39 minutes and 
33 seconds. 

Kimble said the mental challenges he’ll face 
on his 3, 030 -mile trek far outweigh the physi- 
cal ones. 

“... It becomes more of the mental battle of 
fighting through the pain you’re experiencing 
and the highs and lows of the races,” he said. 
“In the first 100 -mile race that I ran, I felt bet- 
ter at mile 80 than I did when I started the 
race. It’s a matter of being able to take yourself 
to a place mentally where you realize you’re 
going to get through it.” 

As for why someone would want to run the 
equivalent of approximately 116 marathons 
in a month and a half, Kimble said it started 
off as wanting to push his own physical and 
mental limits but has since taken on a bigger 
meaning. 

“Now it’s become a way for myself and our 
team to challenge and inspire people to do 
something in their lives that might seem im- 
possible or others tell them isn’t possible but 
they feel called to do or inspired to do it,” he 
said. “We want to use this as a medium to chal- 
lenge people that way”

On Saturday night, Kanye West released his seventh 
studio album, “The Life of Pablo,” after calling it “Swish,”

“Name one

(which recently reminded everyone 
he can be horribly misogynistic) and 
ridiculous album rollout, Kanye’s 
jaw-dropping body of work proves 
that he’s the closest thing popular 
music has to a genius right now. All 
seven of his albums back up this 
claim, including “Pablo,” which of- 
ficially and finally dropped over the 
weekend via Tidal. 

The guy changes rap with almost 
every release. In 2008, “808s and 
Heartbreak” basically predicted 
Drake’s rise to fame, and 
The Weeknd probably 
wouldn’t exist without 
the album’s murky, 
heartbroken R&B. Same 
goes for 2013’s “Yeezus,” 
from which rappers like 
Vic Mensa and Desiigner 
(who appears twice on 
“Pablo”) still are taking 
inspiration. While those 
albums had an all-encom- 
passing sound, Kanye 
surprises 

again with “Pablo” 
because it feels like just a 
collection of songs rather 
than a grand, unified state- 
ment. 

“Pablo” is joyfully all over the 
place. Among cuts such as “Real 
Friends,” a looping bleat that warps 
into a minimal arrangement, and the 
breezy piano-led and Young Thug- 
aided “Highlights,” they sound 
nothing alike. In fact, much of it 
sounds pretty rushed (not surprising 
after hearing the nine-song version 
’Ye played at his Madison Square 
Garden fashion spectacle as well as 
his manic live-tweet evolution of the 
album’s tracklist).

Even with its lack of cohesion, 
“Pablo” is still as thrilling a listen as 
any Kanye West album. For instance, 
gospel-infused opener “Ultralight 
Beam” boasts a sort-of passing of 
the Chicago rap torch from ’Ye to 
Chance the Rapper when the young- 
er artist croons, “I made ‘Sunday 
Candy’ I’m never going to hell/I met 
Kanye West, I’m never going to fail” 
on one of the album’s brightest mo- 
ments. Chance makes another mark 
on the album with “Waves,” a song 
he wrote, arranged and made Kanye 
put on the final tracklist at the last 
minute. Even though it features 
Chris Brown, the futuristic synths 
and stunning, sinewy hook make 
it one of the record’s most wholly 
rewarding tracks (#ThanksChance 
indeed). Elsewhere the Madlib 
and Kendrick Lamar-assisted “No 
More Parties In L.A.” shines on its 
throwback beat and ’Ye’s “When did 
I become A list? I wasn’t even on a 
list” wordplay, while closer “Fade” 
makes even Post Malone sound 
good. Even one-upping guest Ri- 

hanna, “Famous” boasts a 
Sister Nancy “Bam Bam” 
sample that’s the most 
brilliantly executed mo- 
ment on the record. 

Despite all the many 
wins on “Pablo,” Kanye’s 
career-long {bleepjiness 
about women shouldn’t 
get a pass just because he 
makes great albums. “Fa- 
ther Stretch My Hands 
Pt. 1” features what 
might be his most idiotic 
punchline ever in “Now if I {bleep} 
this model/And she just bleached 
her asshole/And I get bleach on my 
T-shirt/I ’mma feel like an asshole” 
(yawn), and the much-publicized 
“might still have sex” and “made that 
bitch famous” lines about Taylor 
Swift on “Famous” are demeaning 
(not to mention demonstrably false) 
and mar an otherwise great song. 
Kanye West might be responsible 
for some of the most groundbreak- 
ing albums of this century, but he’s 
also the idiot who tweeted, “BILL 
COSBY INNOCENT !!!!!!!!!!” While 
there are some of the best songs of 
his career here, we should expect 
more from our “geniuses.”

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HOW TO BUILD A BETTER 

BREAKFAST 

SANDWICH

Few things in life are as satisfyingly American 
as a weekend plate of bacon and eggs. Let’s 
shun the quotidian, though, and turn that 
Sunday morning staple into something stu- 
pendous, something colossal, something you 
can hold in your hand while motoring to the 
bowling alley Ladies and gentlemen, I give 
you the breakfast sandwich. 

Bread 

The bread is what allows you to eat with your 
hands while remaining relatively unsullied. 
English muffin is my personal fave, but 
any good quality bread will work. Or think 
exotic: Indian flatbreads, tortillas, biscuits 
or cornbread. Even French toast or waffles, 
for that matter. Regardless, bread should be 
toasted and hot. 

Eggs 

One per sandwich fits nicely The biggest 
decision is how to cook it. An omelet or 
scramble is easiest to position on a sandwich. 
An over-hard (with a broken, solid yolk) also 
works, though you may have to do some 
folding to get it to fit. Over-easy eggs are 
marvelous because the warm, liquid yolk 
makes a golden sauce of nearly otherworldly 
deliciousness, like something from your trav- 
els to Plutron IV in the Nebulor Galaxy 

Meat 

Make sure any carnivorous treats are prop- 
erly cooked and hot. Crisp bacon is obvious. 
For sausage, patties work best, though if you 
slice links lengthwise, the flattened sides let 
the pieces rest in comfortable permanence 


without the threat of one slithering at first 
bite out the side of the sandwich and onto 
the floor, only to disappear immediately into 
the slobbering maw of your drooling pooch. 
Cold cuts work, too. Just warm them briefly 
in a hot pan before building your sandwich. 

Cheese 

Grated or thinly sliced, cheese is wonderful 
when warm and melty My advice? When 
your egg is three-quarters done, lay cheese 
on top and cover the pan to melt, then scoop 
onto the sandwich. Alternately construct 
the entire sandwich, complete with cheese. 
All other ingredients should be warm or hot. 
Place the sandwich in a buttered saute pan, 
cover it and warm over medium heat until 
the cheese melts, about a minute. 

Vegetables 

Refried or mashed beans are great. So are 
fresh veggies like tomato, onion or avocado, 
as long as they are perfectly ripe. Be sure 
to season with a little salt to enhance their 
flavor. 

Spreads 

Butter or mayo, of course, even mustard if 
you’re using ham. Flavor your mayo with 
creamed garlic, or minced chipotle or other 
hot sauces for a Latin flavor profile. Or go 
Asian with Japanese miso or Korean condi- 
ments like gochujang (spicy red chili paste) or 
ssamjang (fermented bean paste).
